Winter rye — The crop is reported to 
be in good condition, having come 
through the winter well, 
i Clover — The indications are that tlier? 
will be a full yield of clover this season, 
taking the province as a whole. 

Vegetation — Growth in field 'and for- 
est is hardly as advanced as usual, al- 
though u large number of cattle were re- 
ported to tie on the grass. 

Fruit trees — A considerable loss is re- 
ported among plum trees and some peach 
and other fruit trees «re also said to 
have been winter killed, although not to 
the same extent as last year. Blossom- 
ing was starting, and cherries, plums and 
peaches were coming out profusely. Ap- 
ples are not likely to be so heavy a crop. 

Live slock— Live stock of nil classes 
came through the winter without, any 
serious mishap, and any disease com- 
plained of being more or less local in 
character, 

Spring seeding — The sowing of spring 
grain averaged a week or two earlier 
than usual in many instances being con- 
cluded in April. The seed bed was in 
ideal condition and the catch was gener- 
ally successful.

There was 
neither a cheer nor a hiss when the bill 
passed that body. 

The agitation against the pass-age of 
the bill resulted in the common council 
amending the measure so as to provide 
for a slight reduction in the price of gas. 
Tho amendment, as adopted, provides 

that the price of gas from the date of 
the lease until June 1, 11)11, shall be $1 
per thousand cubic feet, the same as the 
present price: from 1011 to 19'M 95 
cents; from 11)21 to 1930, 1)0 cents; from 
1030 to 1950, 85 cents; ami thereafter 
until the expiration erf the lease in 1080 
bO cents.

Cal., May 18.— The general 
mbly of the Cumberland Presbyter- 
ian church opened in this city today' the 
retiring moderator, Judge W. K. Settle, 
of the Supreme court of Kentucky, pre- 
sided.

Ho then sketched the four 
greatest general revivals in the history 
of the American church; the great awak- 
ening of 1710, the revival of 1800, the 
great revival of 1857-68, and the Moodv 
and Sankey revival, 'and then outlined 
the means employed in promoting the re- 
vivals of these four periods, pointing out 
tlie great variety of means and methods; 

The enumerated tlie following positive 
results of these four eras of great re- 
vivals. 

The revival of 17-10 unified the colon- 
ies, quickened tlie churches; discouraged 
the idea of a state church, endorsed a 
new type of evangelism, and promoted 
the cause of education. 

The revival of 1800 came at a time 
when infidelity and indifference were 
ripe, hut the revival put infidelity to 
flight, and ' added thousands to the 
churches. 

The revival of 1857-58 was chnrncver- 
ir.ed by the large number of additions to 
tho churches, while the Moody and Rank- 
ey meetings not only quickened the - 
churches, but took an unusual hold upon 
the life of mid gave impetus to the re- 
ligious movements among the v5u , .' < ? peo- 
ple.

There was n very lively discussion at 
yesterday evening's meeting of the board 
of directors of the Provincial 'Royal Ju- 
bilee hospital over the question of the 
liability of the institution in respect to 
a claim preferred by P. M. Rattenbury, 
the architect, the yum involved being 

It 'appears that during a period ex- 
tending over several years Mr. Ratten- 
bury occupied the position of consulting 
architect to the board, not in any legally 
constituted sense, but in what may be 
termed a casual sort of way; and that 
during that time he on several occasions 
prepared certain plans and sketches fur 
building additions which wore under con- 
templation. His account for the same 
had not been presented in the usual way, 
and it was stated but for a certain inci- 
dent which occurred a short time ago it 
would never have been presented. 

The board, however, a short time ago 
gave the task of preparing plans for the 
proposed children's ward into the hands 
or another architect, Mr. Thos. Hooper; 
and .Mr. Rattenbury, according to mem- 
bers, took umbrage at this circumstance, 
claiming that it was somewhat discour- 
teous to say the least for the board to 
thus dispense with the services of an 
architect who for several years had been 
identified with the institution in that 
capacity, and give the work to a new 
man without any explanation whatever. 

Numerous attempts were made by Mr. 
Rattenbury during recent months to col- 
lect for past services, ami a special com- 
mittee of the board, was appointed to 
look into the matter with a view to its 
amicable adjustment. The committer 
not having made much progress in the 
matter, Mr. Rattenbury forwarded a 
letter to the board which was rend at 
last evening's meeting, in which he relat- 
ed all the circumstances and urged an 
immediate settlement of his claim, the 
amount being as already stated, $.'H.S. 

On the letter being read by the secre- 
tary, several members of the board, not- 
ably Directors AVilson, Humphrey and 
Lewis, took the position that Mr. Rnt- 
tonbury's claim wns not one which the 
board should settle, inasmuch us the 
plans and sketches were not ordered nor 
any work done. Director Humphrey 
even went so far as to say that it look- 
ed as if Mr. Rattenbury was 'attempting 
to "hold up" the board in an unwarrant- 
able fashion. 

Chairman Day and Director Peroher- 
ton, on tho other hand, argued that it 
was clear the board bad at least a moral 
obligation to meet Mr. Rnttenbury's 
claim, expressing the belief that he had 
hardly been fairly treated in respect to 
the selection of a new architect, and urg- 
ing that nn attempt be made to settie 
the mutter amicably; Director Pemher- 
ton was of the opinion that there was 
but little doubt Mr. Rattenbury could 
collect the account in full if he were to 
take the matter into court, 
i Finally, after much discussion along 
these lines it was decided to leave the 
matter in the hands of a committee, who 
will interview Mr. Rattenbury further 
on his return from England.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 

(Before the Hon. tho Chief Justice.) 

In the matter of Sir Charles Hlb- 
bert 'X upper and associates, and Mc- 
Vittle, Watt and associates, la respect 
or certain licences Issued under the 
provisions of the Coal Mines Act, an 
interesting application came before the 
chief justice yesterday on application 
of Mr R. . T. Elliott. In effect, Mr. 
Elliott's application was to decide tho 
novel point as to whether a County 
court Judge has jurisdiction to place 
an Injunction on the King, in the per- 
son of His Majesty's minister, restrain- 
ing him from dealing with the Crown 
lands pending certain disputes between 
rival claimants, and actualllng sum- 
moning His Majesty, hi the person of 
the said minister, to show cause why 
he should not be ordered to grant the 
lands In question to certain of the 
parties In dispute. 
I The contention between the two 
parties Is over certain coal and oil 
prospecting licences In Southeast 
Kootetiay, blocks 4,593 and 4,59-1, Sir 
Charles Tupper and associates claim- 
ing that they are entitled to a licence 
for $50 under the old act without any 
of the conditions which the govern- 
ment Insist on being observed In these 
licences. Accordingly, on their request 
being refused, they filed a potltlon, ad- 
dressed to the County court judge at 
Cranbrook, asking for a mandatory or- 
der directing the chief commissioner of 
lands and works to issue to them tho 
licences asked for. The learned County 
court judge directed that the petition 
be tiled and that public notice be given 
In the British Columbia Gazette and 
two newspapers calling on all parties 
Interested to lile counter petitions and 
appear before him for adjudication of 
their claims. Tlie authority for any 
person directing such publication In, 
the British Columbia Gazette does not' 
appear, but was probably shown at the 
time. McVittle, Watt and associates 
did not appear, or otherwise Interest 
themselves, but Sir Charles Tupper and 
his associates appeared on the 1st of 
May Instant, and obtained an order 
from Judire Forln restraining the chief 
commissioner from Issuing any licences 
to McVittle et al, and directing them ' 
to appear and llle counter petitions to j 
those Hied by the first named parties. I 

It was '.hen that Mr. Elliott, counsel j 
for Mr. Watt, decided to take steps, ! 
which he did, by getting an order nisi 
from the chief justice prohibiting 
Judge Forln from proceeding further, 
and calling upon that learned County 
court judge .and Sir Charles Tupper 
and associates to show cause why the 
order nisi should not be made absolute. 
This will come on for hearing on the 
1st of June. 

Section 9 of the Coal Mines Act, an- . 
dei which the proceedings In the 
County court were taken, reads: | 

"In case of any dispute as to the 
right or title to a prospecting licence, 
or to any claim under this net, the 
same shall be decided by the County 
court or a judge thereof, upon petition, 1 
in a summary way. who shall have 
full power to order what shall be done 
: in tho premises and as to the costs 
thereof." 

I Mr. Elliott's contention Is that this 1 
section clearly gives the County court 
Judge no power to direct the chief 
commissioner, or the government, to 
grant any particular licence or claim, 
but that it only deals with licences or 
claims already granted by the govern- 
ment, and with respect to which some 
dispute arises afterwards between con- 
tending parties.

VALUE OF THE HOME MARKET. 

The Lumberman and Contractor lias 
a Ions and instructive article on the 
"grent value of the Homo Market," 
widen contains some exceedingly sug- 
gestive facts and iigures. It is pointed 
out as a starting point that the difter- 
oneo between the price the farmer gets 
and the price tho consumer pnys is part- 
ly mido up of transportation charges and 
partly of middlemen's profits. The far- 
ther the farmer is away from the mar- 
ket tbe greater the cost of transportation 
and the larger the number of middlemen 
there are to share the profits. If thero 
wero no home market the furmcTS would 
be at the mercy of tho middlemen. This 
is a principle that applies generally to 
ail classes of industry. The markets of 
the West are peculiarly valuable to oast- 
em merchants and manufacturers. Tho 
Northwest is a much more valuable mnr- 
kct for our lumbermen than foreign mar- 
kets. The British Colombia market for 
lumber, providing demand is active, is hi 
tho same way more profitablo to our mill- 
men than tbe Northwest. This Is a 
truism, perhaps, but it ia of local appli- 
cation in the desirability of encourag- 
ing and building up our local industries — 
supplying a home market, because it is 
on home consumption they must largely 
ISvery dollar sent out of town 



fattened there in the pastures of Scot- 
laud and England. This trndo soou 
reached immense proportions, and many 
KTanadians depended upon it for a liveli- 
hood. Suddenly an embargo was piacod 
upon Canadian cattle, and tho trade in 
stoelcers came to an end. There is not 
■much danger that our cheese, butter, 
eggs, grain and other farm products will 
be excluded from Euglnnd, but they meet 
there the products of the United States, 
Australia, South Americn, India, Rus- 
sia and many other countries, and in 
competing in that distant market with 
the farmers of such far away countries 
it is impossible for our farmers to calcu- 
late with any certainty what price they 
can get for their products." 

IMMIGRATION LITERATURE. 

Mr. James Grieve, Dominion immi- 
gration agent at Spokane, states that 
he has a great many enquiries respect- 
ing British Columbia. He complains 
that he cannot get data respecting this 
P-ovlnce with which to supply Intend- | 
lng Immigrants, notwithstanding that, 
he had written to the Provincial de- 1 
partments at Victoria. He 13 an ac- 1 
tlve Immigration official, and in his 
work has taken keener interest In Brit- 
ish Columbia than Is usual among tho , 
Dominion agents generally, probably 
on account of the proximity of Spo- 
kane. "With reference to his complaint, 
we have ascertained that a box of lit- 
erature, such as desired, was sent to 
him but miscarried. The question 
arises, however, why should the Do- 
minion Government not supply its 
agents with literature about British 
.Columbia as well as about Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories ? The 
Dominion Government has not much 
land in this Province which is still un- 
occupied, and ttiere are not the same 
opportunities for settlement, but there 
Is a great deal of enquiry respecting 
It, and It seems to the officials which 
represent the Dominion of Canada 
abroad should be in a position to an- 
swer questions respecting its resources. 
It has not lands In large areas, but It 
has forest and mines and llsherles, and 
capabilities in regard to fruit grow- 
ing not possessed by any other Prov- 
ince. There should be literature pre- 
pared by competent persons who are 
familiar with British Columbia in ordei 
to supply the desired Information when 
asked for.

Rcturuing, however, to the main oues- 
tion, it is shown that f'>r two years, 1002 
and 1903, thero were grown in Ontario, 
Manitoba and the Northwest, 171,155,- 
;S07 bushels of wheat, 300,Olfi,-tT('> bush- 
els of oats, and GO.KIS.Jm bushels of 
Iiarlcy. This does not take note of what 
-van grown in other parts of Canada. 
The exports of the whole of Canada dur- 
ing the years 1903 and 190-1, which in- 
clude tho crops of x™i and 1903 (being 
fiscal years), were 58,812,021 bushels. 
The total export, therefore, was more 
than 100,000,000 less than the produc- 
tion iu Ontario, Manitoba and the Terri- 
tories, tho difference representing homo 
consumption. The difference, in the 
same way, for oats was 29,000,000 Imp- 
els and of barley 1)7,000,000 bushels. If 
we could arrive at the statistics for the 
rest of Canada in wheat, o-ats and bar- 
ley, these great differences would be 
largely increased. Thus we find that 
Ontario. .Manitoba and tho Northwest 
Territories produced about two and a 
talf times as much wheat, about twenty- 
live times us much oats, and about thir- 
ty-four times as much barley as tho 
wdiole Dominion of Canada exported. 
And if wo could get the exact iigures of 
production of fruits, livfl stock, meats, 
vegetables, butter, eggs, etc., wo should 
reach a total of home consumption that 
would he astonishing as illustrating tho 
groat extent ami value of the home mar- 
ket. Of course, statistics can be obtained 
more or less approximately for tbe cen- 
sus year 1901; but the figures 
of production shown in these 
arc apt to be misleading. 

Tho United States furnishes fl j:ooii 
example. For the calendar year 1903 
the production of wheat was 038,000,000 
bushels, and the exports of wheal and 
Hour wero equivalent to 1-1 ,000,000 
bushels, showing a home consumption of 
517,000,000 bushels. The home con 



three thousand miles, and will be the 
greatest in history, a fact which will 
delight the Kaiser, the giver of the 
cup.

The first race, 
among three yachts for ?30,000 a cor- 
ner, was won by James Gordon Ben- 
nett's Henrietta in 13 days 21 hours 
and 55 minutes. The second was for a 
valuable cup between James Asbury's 
yacht Cambria and Mr. Bennett's 
Dauntless, the English boat winning. 
In the third race the Dauntless was 
again defeated, this time by the Coro- 
net, In IBS". It is, therefore, eighteen 
years since the last sailing race across 
the Atlantic. The trophy presented by 
the Kaiser is valued at $5,000, and Is 
probably the most costly ever offered 
for such a contest."

Thero Is every possibility of 
tho population Increasing as the popula- 
tion of the United Scales has, anil wo 
havo the British market always to de- 
pond upon, especially if Chamberlain's 
preferential tariff scheme should com? 
into force; but, after all, when wo con- 
wider tbe immense areas that nre still 
available for production 'and the rush of 
population to occupy them, the homo 
market must always remain a most valu- 
ahlt factor, and it is in tho interest of 
tho fanner to encourage all Industries 
that create employment — a most valu-

AN UNINTENTIONAL OFFENDER. 

Case Against Mr. Chungranes Proves 
Result of Misunderstanding. 

Although It Is axlomlc tliat Ignorance of 
the law may not be successfully pleaded 
in defence of infraction, nevertheless lg 
nornnce mny under certain circumstances 
fairly be set up in extenuation — especially 
If Igorance Is not really the fault of the 
offender. 

ThlB conclusion ia forced by the disposal 
made yesterday of the charge against D. 
K. Chungranes, of having In possession a 
number of young salmon, under three 
pounds In weight. There was no defence 
unon the facts; the flak had been purchas- 
ed from the traps of J. IT. Todd & Sons, 
ami Mr. C. F. Todd attended, explained 
that he had been unaware of the minimum 
weight clause, and paid the amount pre- 
scribed as line and costs. 

In explaining to the court the manner In 
which the Infraction of the regulation had 
unwittingly occurred, Mr. Todd stated 
that he had received from Dominion Fish- 
eries Inspector C. B. Sword a copy of the 
regulation governing the prosecution of 
the salmon tlshinsr Industry; this had not, 
however, contained the pertinent section — 
Indeed severnl pages appeared to he miss- 
ing. Fisheries Inspector Galbralth, by 
whom the proceedings had been initiated 
at the suggestion of the Vancouver Island 
Fish and Game Club, and who had seen 
the copy of the law furnished to Mr. Todd 
by his brother Inspector, corroborated the 
statement made as to the elimination 
therefrom of the section under which the 
prosecution rested, In view of which fact 
the magistrate felt It Incumbent to make 
the line a light one— $20 and costs — which 
Mr. Todd forthwith provided, the convic- 
tion of course standing as against Mr. 
Chungranes. 

The section under which the proceedings 
had been taken appears fin the Dominion 
fisheries regulations for this province, and 
Is in the following terms: 

"No person shall fish for, kill, buy, sell 
or have In possession In the province or 
lirltish Columbia any young of the salmon 
such as fry, spnrr, emoit or grilse under 
three pounds in weight, and If any such 
young are caught l>y accident In nets or 
other fishing apparatus they shall be lib- 
erated alive at the cost and risk of tne 
owner of such neta or apparatus.". 

There was no attempt to secrete or 
otherwise conceal the salmon supplied to 
Mr. Chungranes, and the prosecution was 
brought ahout by the officers of the Fish 
and Game Club directing the attention of 
Inspector Galbralth to the offence appar- 
ent. In this connection Mr. Todd during 
the court proceedings yesterday expressed 
the opinion that the course taken by the 
Fis'ii and Game Club was scarcely n con- 
sistent one. Inasmuch as he had Rood reas- 
on to suspect and believe that members of 
that organization were themselves In the 
habit of fishing for grilse nt Saanlch Arm 
and taking many under three pounds in 
weight— which made them equally liable 
as offenders. He did not contend that the 
prohibition a3 to line fishing was a neces- 
sary one; indeed Blnce this was the only 
sport derived from the fish, he thought rod 
and line fishing might very well be unre- 
stricted, as It would not nITect the Indus- 
try. . Hut the Inw was there, and it was 
inconsistent for members of the Fish nnd 
Game Club themselves to violate It, nnd 
then Initiate proceedings bb in the present 
violation bad occurred

Los Angeles Graphic Throws Sidelight 
on Adventure of Ex-Victorian.

Carnegie Library — The city is now in 
full possession of the Carnegie library 
building, though it will be a few months 
before it will be put into service. When 
it is opened the city is obligated by 
agreement with Andrew Carnegie to ex- 
pend $5000 a year in the maintenance 
of the institution. In the course of five 
or six years this will admit of u pretty 
finely equipped library. It is estimated 
that' out of the $2,500 appropriated for 
the building during the remaining half 
of this year there wilj be a surplus over 
nnd above that required for running ex- 
penses of $1,100 for new books. It will 
take $450 for the librarian's salary for 
six months, $240 for ins assistant. $300 
for tlie caretaker's wages, about $50 .per 
month if cordwood is burned, nnd the 
balance of the $1,400 will go towards 
lighting and incidental expenses.

THE CASE OF JOHN MORGAN. 

Trades and Labor Council Will Investi- 
gate Merit of Appoal. 

Several matters of very considerable 
Importance to the cause of labor were 
dealt with at the meeting of the Trades 
and Labor Council held on Wednesday 
evening, one of especial Interest to the 
general public being with respect to 
the case of John Morgan vs. the British 
Yukon Navigation Company. It will 
be remembered that, as noted In the 
Colonist some days ago, the Merchant 
Seamen's Guild has recently taken up 
the cause of the original plaintiff In 
this action, maintaining that injustice 
Is lnble to be done a worthy man 
through the exhaustion of his financial 
means to fight for Justice in the courts 
of law. nnd instituting a subscription 
to assist him In carrying the necessary 
appeal to the Supreme court at Ot- 
tawa. The council had had Its atten- 
tion especially directed to the presen- 
tation of the case made In the Guild 
Gazette, und was besought at Wednes- 
day's meeting to assist Morgan in 
prosecuting the appeal. A committee 
consisting of President George A. Cold- 
well, J. D. McNlven, M. P. P., and A. 
Johnson was finally named to enquire 
into the matter and report as to the 
merits of the appeal for aid at the next 
meeting of the council. In brief, the 
case Is stated thus: That Morgan, a 
deserving and industrious employee, 
received serious injuries through the 
breaking of a capstan on the Yukon 
river vessel owned by the defendant 
company on which be was employed; 
that the accident was largely due to 
negligence on the company's part in 
seeing to the condition of appliances 
aboard ship; that the injuries were 
greatly accentuated by unpardonable 
delay on the company's part In secur- 
ing surgical attendance; that Morgan 
brought su't In the courts and was 
awarded $ 1 2,000 by a competent jury; 
that, an appeal being taken, the de- 
fendant company won, largely upon 
technicalities; and that, owing to Mor- 
gan's funds being exhausted, he stands 
In danger of losing all through in- 
ability to further prosecute the case 
in the courts of law. 

Another subject of Interest brought 
before Wednesday's meeting was with 
respect to the libel action of the Leo- 
pold Immigration Agency of London, 
England, vs. the Dally News of that 
city, in which connection a circular let- 
ter was addressed to the local labor 
body asking that Information be fur- 
nished of the whereabouts of nny per- 
sons brought by the agency in ques- 
tion to the Dominion of Canada. They 
are desired to give evidence in the libel 
action referred to. The orlcrin of the 
litigation in question la tracqd to a com- 
munication addressed to the Dally 
News by the secretary of the Toronto 
Trades and Labor Council, in which 
protest was made against the methods 
employed by the agency. The letter 
was duly published and thereupon ac- 
tion was taken. The Dally News de- 
termined to accept the task of prov- 
ing the allegations made by Its corre- 
spondent, and pleaded therefore the 
truth of the facts stated In the pub- 
lished letter. To support these state- 
ments, immigrants brought to Canada 
by the Leopold agency are now sought 
to testify to the circumstances of their 
experiences. The Trades nnd Labor 
Congress of Canada concurs in the 
view of the case taken by the secre- 
tary of the Toronto council, and is 
lending its aid to the Daily News In 
the suit. 

A new chapter in the long-drawn- , 
out discussion of the troubles of the 
local garment workers with respect to I 
the use of the union label was intro- | 
duced by the receipt of correspondence 
thereanent from P. Draper, secretary of 
the Trades and Labor Congress of Can- 
ada; from Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor; j 
from P. B. Larger, president of the' 
United Garment Workers of America; | 
and from William McKay, the " local 
secretary of that organization. All four j 
communications were referred to the ] 
executive committee of the council for 
Investigation and a report. 

Among the minor communications of 
the evening were the following: 

From the executive of the council 
stating that A. Johnson had been re- 
commended for appointment as a 
library commissioner, und expressing 
regret that the recommendation had | 
not been accepted. Becelved and filed. | 

From the Toronto Single Tax Club - 
requesting assistance in the further- j 
ance of the single tax propaganda. Ite- 
ferred to the executive. 

From W. J. Dowler, city clerk, as 
to the recommendation of A. Johnson I 
as a library commissioner. Received I 
and filed. 

From Aid. Fullei ton on the same 
subject. The secretary to express the 
thanks of the council to the alderman i 
for his action In the premises. 

The committee in re labor paper ask- | 
ed for and were allowed further time 
in which to report; and a committee 
was appointed to prepare a list of edu- | 
cntive books dealing with technical , 
matters and subjects of value to work- 
lngmen, for the benefit of the library 
commission, with the request that as 
many of the works as possible may from ' 
time to time be secured for the local 
library. 



A PITIFUL ACCIDENT.

Five-Year-Old Daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Goodwin Fatally Burned. 

A pathetic little domestic tragedy was 
enacted early yesterday afternoon at the 
home of Mr. nnd Mrs. Charles A. Good- 
win, as n resnlt of which their five-year- 
old daughter Dorothy, the pet not only 
of the, household but of the entire neigh- 
borhood, is lying semi-comatose nt the 
Jubilee hospital, the attendant physi- 
cians holding out but scant hope for her 
recovery from terrible burns about the 
head, face, neck, arms nnd chest. 

Mr. niul Mrs. Goodwin have their 
home nt No. 5 Speed avenue, just olT 
San ulch road. They find leisure hour 
entertainment nnd some profit in the 
growth of poultry, and in this connection 
have introduced on incubator, which has 
been in-tared close to ti e dwelling house. 

Yesterday, shortly after the mid-day 
meal had been disposed of, Mrs. Good- 
win ran in for a few moments 'to her 
mother's, who occupies tan adjacent 
house, the baby of the family being left 
at home, with no tire in the house to 
menace her safety. 

It is gathered that, left to her own de- 
vices, the child sympathetically gave her 
attention to a couple of sicklv chicks 
that had been in receipt of special atten- 
tion in the incubator. 'She thought they 
were getting cold, and in trying to pro- 
vide them witli more heat, it is surmised 
that her clothing ignited from the lamp 
llame. With pinafore blazing, the child 
rushing screaming into the house, her 
cries quickly bringing the distressed 
mother nnd several of the neighbors. 
The firo was extinguished immediately, 
but not ere the poor child had beeu 
frightfully burned. 

Dr. Frank W. Hall was hastily sum- 
moned and arrived within a few minutes 
of the occurrence of the distressing ncci- 
dent. He found the burns exceptionally 
extensive and of the most serious char- 
acter. The hair had been more than half 
burned away. The face, neck, arms nnd 
body almost to the waist were a mass of 
cruel burns, and immediate removal to 
a hospital was necessary — in a forlorn 
hope of saving the life," almost snuffed 
out. 

The child was accordingly taken to the 
Jubilee, where she is now receiving the 
most skilled attention and the best mod- 
ern treatment, despite which Dr. Hall is 
sorrowfully of the opinion that recovery 
is not to he expected.

C.P.R. Plans 



Sir Thomas Shaughnessy Says 
Company Will Co Operate In 
Any Feasible Scheme. 



,Mr. Rider Haggard's Report to 
the Government Being 
Awaited. 



"The C. P. R. Is perfectly willing to 
co-operate in any feasible Immigration 
scheme, whether it be under govern- 
ment auspices or otherwise." 

The foregoing remark was made by 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, the president 
<>f the C. P. R., on liis return to Mon- 
treal last Thursday, after an absence of 
six weeks In Europe. 

Sir Thomas was discussing a report 
from Great Britain that the company 
contemplated a large Immigration 
scheme, entirely Independent of the 
Canadian government. With the object 
of securing the entire ocean and land 
transportation of immigrants instead 
of only a share, as at present. 

"I am not responsible for any such 
report." said Sir Thomas, and then he 
made the remark with which the pres- 
ent Interview is prefaced- 

It is likely that the report In question 
this connection, "is still disposed to go 
scheme which the C.P.R. has had un- 
der consideration for some little time, 
whereby Immigrants newly arrived in 
the country will be supplied with homes 
and farm implements at a reasonable 
rate the cost to be reimbursed to the 
company by small annual payments. 

"The company," Hald Sir Thomas In 
this connection, "Is still dispos ed to go 
Into such an undertaking, provided it 
can be effectively organized, but it is 
scarcely likely that anything will be 
done toward carrying it into effect until 
Mr. Rider Haggard, who was in the 
city almost Immediately after my de- 
parture for the other side, has made his 
report upon colonization to the imper- 
ial government. Mr. Haggard, I un- 
derstand, was chiefly concerned in ex- 
amining the colonization plan followed 
by the Salvation Army, and of which 
I li.-LVe heard very encouraging re- 
ports." 

Sir Thomas was asked why, If busi- 
ness In Great Britain was in as good 
shape Us lie represented, there was Htlll 
.such an Influx of Immigrants In Can- 
ada from the Mother Country. He re- 
piled In this wise: 

It Is probably due to the same gen- 
eral conditions which caused the far- 
mers In (he Eastern States to move to 
the Middle West and ultimately to the 
Pacific Stales. The farmers in Great 
Britain have sous and daughters whom 
it Is absolutely impossible to retain on 
their very limited farms. It Is <iuite 
Impossible for them to Increase their 
holdings, and the professions and trades 
being overcrowded, they have come to 
the conclusion that the best place In 
the world in which to give their sons a 
start In llfo is Canada. On that ac- 
count you may look for an ever- 
creasing influx of this most desirable 
class of Immigrant." 

Sir Thomas spent, three weeks In 
London, and only a few days in Paris. 
While lie was abroad ho did some busi- 
ness, but the trip was mainly one of 
pleasure. "The business I did was sat- 
isfactory," said Kir Thomas, "and the 
holiday was equally so." 

" Coming in contact with financial 
people" he continued. "I was able to 
form a good idea of the conditions in 
Hie money market, and, notwithstand- 
ing the war in the FB.T East, I found 
that (bore was plenty of money for 
every legitimate business undertaking, 
Financial matters aire in good shape, 
and the general business conditions as 
well." 



ANGLICAN CLERGY. 



At yesterday morning' 
convention ot Anglican 
t cresting and instructive 
"The New Psychology," was rend 
Rev. IT. II. Clapliam of Olympla. Veil 
Archdeacon 'Scriven occupied the chair. 

Rev. Mr. Clapham. in opening his re- 
marks apologized for the length of his 
address, which, however, in Justice to 
the subject could not very well be cur- 
tailed.

Steamer Tremont, which arrived ve.s- 
terday from the Orient, brought debaiiB 
of the grim tragedy of the loss ol the 
blockade-running steamer Mars, sunk af- 
ter striking ice in Tsuruga straits, two 
of her crew being lost. One of the sur- 
vivors told the following thrilling story 
at Yokohama: 

Freighted with over 5000 tons of the 
best Welsh coal, she cleared from Car- 
diff in the curly part of last year to run 
the Vl .di ostok ,b oc' nde. All went w ell 
till she reached the Japan sen, where 
in the early part of February she en- 
countered massive ice Hoes and blinding 
snowstorms. At Erst her staunch frame 
•withstood the furious onslaughts hvfldo 
upon it by the continual thudding against 
her sides and for over seven weeks she 
drifted with tide and current, her steam 
failing to give her headway. Every now 
and again she would free herself and 
forge onward, only to he grasped Mil 
firmer by the on-coming floes. In this 
position of Imminent danger the anxieties 
id' the officers with a mixed crew of 
Chinamen, Indians and Spaniards, were 
intensified, and on March lo it wain 
found that the forward prates had beeu 
stove in and the vessel was making wil- 
ier. A terriflr snowstorm followed, ami 
notwithstanding all the exertions which 
were put forward, the water continued 
to increase in the forehold. The vessel 
was fast going down by the head, ami 
lifter days and nights of weary and in- 
cessant labor she broke into two almost 
amidships and gradually settled dowu 
on the morning of M'lirch 17. 

!t was then that the real work of peril 
commenced, the drifting ice still cluster- 
ing to t he sides of the vessel as the boats 
were manned and lowered from the dav- 
its. Fortunately the drift was shore- 
wards, and when nil was (dear a pull 
for the land, then about .'!<K) yards dis- 
tant, was accomplished without any loss 
of life. On a barren shore, under the 
lee of a wild mountain range, the ship- 
wrecked mariners found a slight refuge 
from the bitter gale which followed their 
landing; but their sufferings were in- 
creased by their scarcity of clothing and 
hick of provisions. And it was in at- 
tempting to return to the ship during a 
lull in the storm, to get additional pro- 
visions that one of the boats, manned by 
Mr. Potter, the second officer, and Mr. 
Stubbs, second engineer, with seven ot 
the crow, drifted away with the ice ami 
was lost to view. Then a long journey 
over the snowclad mountains followed 
till Nemuro was reached, the police at 
the various outposts ami the villagers 
generally treating the exhausted marin- 
ers with every consideration, ami doing 
all they possibly could to assist them in 
their sufferings, Eventually they reach- 
ed Hakodate, and came down by rail, ar- 
riving here yesterday. 

It will be remembered thnt the missing 
boat touched land after eleven days in 
the open sen exposed to tli« most ter- 
rific .snowstorms known to bent on the 
Kunigori shore. What their sufferings 
must have been can be better imagined 
than described. On the fifth day Mr. 
Potter fell across the gunwale of the 
bout, frozen to death, and Mr. Stubbs, 
surviving him but 'il few hours, passed 
away crouched up in the stcrusheet.s. 
Fortunately there was a break in tho 
, ., I storm next day and the rest of the oc-
